"I do not feel that the people want 


to be bound by a system of compulsory 
military training In time of peaece," 
Senator Capper declared. 
"I

they don't look with favor on a large 
standing army. 


"I am receiving many requests from 


substantial people against compulsory 
military training and the sending of 
more troops to foreign lands. There 
should be more of these protests. The 
people should assert their right to pro- 
test to congress against the recom- 
mendation) of the war department as 
reported by Baker and the 
general 


staff." 


Senator Capper pointed 'to the rec- 


ommendation of Baker that a scandlngr 
army of 575,000 men be provided for, 
against the recommendations of Major 
General Wood and General Pershlng 
that an army of 250.000 
to 
275,000 


would be sufficient. 


"I cannot believe that the American 


people wish to spend more each year 
for the upkeep of this land war ma 
chine than Germany spent before the 
world war," he concluded.
